Hit On German Battleship

A direct hit by British bombing 
planes wrecked the 26,000-ton Ger- 
| man battleship Gneisenau in dry- 
dock at Brest and killed 128 mem- 
bers of her crew, according to un- 

, censored advices received today from 
| responsible sources in continental 
| Europe. 

The United Press was advised a 
| hit on the Gneisenau broke the fuel 
| storage tanks and caused an explo- 
| sion and fire, but that the hit was 

made only after the British had 
| raided the Brest docks many times 
| in an effort to wreck the two ships. 


Hundreds of bombs were dropped 
before the Gneisenau was damag- 
ed. She was towed to the drydock 
of the Brest arsenal, where the 
French battle cruiser Richelieu was 
was built. Repairs required two 
| weeks, after which the Gneisenau 
was refloated. On the first night 
she was afloat (possibly due to the 
| British. espionage) the 
_ bombers returned to the attack and 
again damaged her.

Since employing Miss Zeiner he has 
checked reactions of both men and 
women patrons, as well as with the 
young lady herself. He has had only 
the most favorable reactions from 
customers, and Miss Zeiner says she 
likes the work better than anything 
she has ever done. 

Of course, she is asked all kinds of 
questions by motorists as to how she 
came to get into the business. Her an- 
swer is, “The army needs our boys, and 
someone has to do their work while 
they are gone. I’m trying to do my bit 
to aid defense, and besides, I like the 
work better than anything I’ve ever 
done.”
